Three Italian Caproni 
bombers were destroyed 
by the South African Air 
Force in a midday raid on 
Yavello Aerodrome, in 
Abyssinia. 


Following a reconnaissance, 
dur.ng which bombs stiaddled the 
main targets, two waves of air- 
craft went over. 


The first showered high ex- 
plosives and incendiaries or the 
aerodrome, searing a direct hit on 
a Caproni which burst into flames, 

The stcond wave found a fire 
raging round two aircraft and 
tcored a direct hit on a third, 
which also burst into flames. 


One pilot dropped a salvo 
directly on a hangar while afother 
pilot hit hutmentsr and harracks. 

The raid was made by the same 
squadron which recently destroy - 
ed two {ftatian aircraft and crip- 
pied four more at the same aero- 
drome, 


This squadron alone has al- 
ready carried out 63 operations 
against the Itahans.—Reuter.

Matsuoka, ‘Prince Konoye 
and Mr. Kawada, the Fin- 
ance Minister,

She has China on her 
hands, and is now enter- 
ing on the fourth year of 
a war in which she has 
not yet made any decisive 
progress. Her economic 
position is precarious. 
Russia watches her with 
a far from benevolent eye. 
The prospect of a conflict 
with America cannot be 
attractive to her. _ 

The ‘chances are that, 
having made an ugly face 
to BYitain and America, 
she will now walk softly 
for a time. The Japanese 
statesmen, politely suck- 
ing in their breath as they 
speak, will explain in 
Washington and in Lén- 
don that they never did 
intend any violence and, 
for a while at least, their 
assurance will hold geod.

is largely due to a delicate 
situation involving the 
Roman Catholic Church, 
according to well-inform- 
ed sources in New York 
yesterday. 


It is understood that when the 
Administration was considering 
freezing foreign funds, the Catho- 
lic authorities in the United States 
pointed out that this would dis- 
close the amounts Rome received 
from the United States and would 
also prevent their transfer to tne 
Vatican. 


It is felt that this situation can 
be overcome. 

The effect on Axis funds of 
the freezing process that would 
follow woutd be to ‘limit or re- 
veal their employment for pur- 
poses inimical to the United 
States. 

There is considerable sympathy 
for Britain on being obHged to 
reveal her entire financial posi- 
tion but the frankness with which 
Britain complied undoubtedly 
helped her cause.

These are the 
homes of the R.A.F. “sailors.” 
They control the balloon barrage 
off our coasts to prevent the 
enemy mine-laying in shipping 
lanes and to protect convoys 
when they come to anchor off 
port. ‘

It seems that visitors never 
come to the balloons afloat. 

“D'vou know, you're the first 
caller we’ve had since we began 
the job last November,” ‘said a 
19-year-old corporal who = is 
“skipper” of the R.A.F. crew on 
this ship. which-had the encour- 
aging name of Constant Hope. 

The R.A.F. postman is the most 
popular man among the balloon 
crews at sea. Letters from home 
make up for the monctony of the 
job. Sometimes Jerry . comes 
over to pot at the balloons, but he 
always stays high otherwise ‘we 
might get a chance with our guns, 
He has a healthy respect for the 
balloon barrage whether it be on 
land or sea. .

Here is a story of hero- 
ism under fire—of a sai- 
lor’s mother and a sold- 
ier’s bride going to the 
war while their men wait 
in the reserve lines. 

When they learn from 
the press of the courage 
and devotion to duty 
shown by their women- 
folk there will be no prou- 


der members of the Forces 
than Able-Seaman Leslie 
Elliman, twenty-year-old| 
son of Mrs. Dorothy Elli-, 
man, of Wooton-crescent, | 
Bristol, and Sergt. Sidney 
Jones, of the Tank Corps, 
newly wed husband of 
Mrs. Joan Jones, former- 
ly Miss Evans, of New- 
bridge-road, Bristol. 

Mrs, Elliman, aged forty and 
the imother of four children, and 
Mrs, Janes, aged twenty-one, 
bride of a ferthight, were on 
duty as volunteer nurses in a 
first aid hospital in works which 
were recently bombed during an 
raid. 


Learning that a trench shel- 
ter had been hit in the worke 
they dashed out of cover and 
for five hours worked In the 
open amid bombs and flames, 
pulling wounded, dead and 
dying men out of the collapsing 
rutns of the trench and giv- 
ing them injecttons to ease thetr 
pain. 


Then they went back to their 
jobs.

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The attitude of the Papacy to- 
' wards the German Reich or any 
other State can best be explained 
in terms of its function, which is 
essentially a simple onc. The 
Pope is the head of an institution 
whose task it is so to guide men's 
lives in this world that they may 
attain to salvation in the next. 

The Catholic Church considers 

ft to be necessary for salvation to 
believe certain doctrines, — to 
adopt a number of religious prac- 
tices which follow from this be- 
lief, and to observe a definite 
moral code. She claims an ex- 
clusive right to teach these doc- 
trines and to remind her subjects 
of the moral Jaws and she de- 
mands freedom for then to prac- 
tice their religion externally, but 
she is indifferent to forms of wov- 
ernment so Jong as these things 
are safeguarded, 
- Before National Sociidlism  at- 
tained to power, the Papacy was 
mot directly concerned. ‘The Ger- 
man Bishops, acting in thew pro 
per sphere as puardians of Faith 
and Morals, condemned the dac- 
trine of the new movement, not 
ably in the instruction the 
Bavarian Bishops to clergy 
on February 11, 1931. 

This attitude of the Bishops 
cording to Wilhelm 
was expressly approved 
Pope. 

In their instruction they stated 
that they had no wish to discuss 
the political and governmental 
aims of National Socialism but 
were anxious about its cultural 
aims, which rejected the essentials 
of the Christian Faith, and — its 
attempts to replace this by a new 
Weltanschauung view of — the 
world; the Christianity of which 
the Nazis speak is not the Chris- 
tianity of Christ. 


The Concordat And 
Consistency 


The success of the National 
Socialists in 1933 created a new 
situation but the attitude of the 
Pope and Bishops remained con- 
sistent. 

The Concordat between the 
Church and the State was indeed 
a sign of their consistency; for it 
recognised the authority of — the 
National Socialist: government in 
its proper sphere while providing 
‘Zuarantees for the  unhampered 
-activity of the Church in spiritual 
vaffairs. 

Far from compromising with 
National Socialism, it represent- 
-ed an attempt to bind the new Tul- 
rers by treaty obligations, so that

the intrusion of the party into the 
religious sphere would be render- 
ed more difficult, 

It did not succeed in this aim, 
but since neither Pope nor Bishops 
had been under any — illusions 
abotit the dangerous tendencies in 
National Socialism, they were not 
unprepared for the struggle which 
followed, 

During the troubled years since 
1933, the Piypal policy has remain- 
ed constant, A perfectly correct 
attitude towards the government 
has been maintained, beeause in 
spite of Nazi faithlerspess there is 
Ho essen) imcompatibility  be- 
tween the existence of a lotalitar- 
fan government and the continu- 
ed omission of the Chureh, 

But cach particular interference 
with the Church's mission, every 
breach of the Concordat, has met 
with resistance and protest, And 
National Socialist doctrine has 
been condemned ino the most wun- 
compromising fashion 

For the Papacy, as for the 
Catholic Church, false doctrine, 
the advocacy of a way of life con- 
trary to Christian teaching, is in- 
finitely more dangerous than the 
worst political tyranny. Naturally 
she deplores the effects of such 
tyranny, especially in the relig- 
ious sphere, but it is not her task 
to remove tyrants, while it is pre- 
eminently her task to maintain 
purity of doctrine, 


Papal Protests 


The frequent protests of 
Popes against the persecution 
Germany are well-known. 

Three times in 1934, Pope Pius 
XI spoke of the sacrifices German 
Catholics were making for their 
religion, In 1935 he used the 
word “persecution” for the first 
time in reference to events in 
Germany and spoke of attempls 
to destroy Christianity and to 
Jead the nation back to barbar- 
ism. Later in the year he spoke 
of a struggle against God and 
Jesus Christ. 

Amongst many other protests, 
the Pdpe, at Christmas 1937 in- 
gisted on the reality of the per- 
secution and rejected categorivally 


the 
in 


all attempts to deny it or make it 
appear milder than it really was; 
there had rarely been such a 
fierce and painful persecution or 
one so tragic in its effects. 

The Fapal utterances of 1938 
were largely repetitions of earlier 
statements. 


All these are examples of the 
Pope's anxiety that the faithful 
should be-- allowed to yriactice 
their religion atid listen to the 
teaching of the Church. But the 
condenifations of National Soc- 
jalist doctrime and the assertions 
of the Church's right to judge on 
faith and morals are much strong- 
er and leave not the slightest 
doubt about the ingeompattbitity 
of Catholicism and National Soc- 
jalism. 


No Compromise 


The National Socialist faith, op- 
posed to the Christian, received its 
most authentic @xposition in Ros- 
enberg's Mythus des zwanzigsten 
Jahrhunderts (The  Twertieth- 
Century Myth). This work was 
placed onthe index of forbidden 
books on February 7, 1934. Since 
the Nazis claimed that this was 
a private work when they were 
attempting to win over Catholic 
support, they could not regard this 
act as directed against the gdv- 
ernment, 

Neverthéless the solemnity of 
such a condemnation on the one 
hand and the consistent’ support 
which Rosenberg received = from 
the Nazi leaders) on the other 
clearly indicate the fundamental 
vpposition between the Papacy 
and the National Socialists. Nei- 
ther side is prepared to compro- 
mise on the question of Faith. 

On numerous occasions Pope 
Pius XI insisted on the anti-Chris- 
tian character of National Social- 
ist ideas. On February 24, 1934, 
he said that racial pride had ex- 
pressed itself in ideas and teach~- 
ing to a degrce that was neither 
Christian nor human. 

On April 5, he described Nat- 
tonal Socialism as not only false 
Christianity but as veritable 
heathenism. 


the 
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Particularly strong are 
words of the present Pope, 
Cardinal Secretary of State, 
a letter to Cardinal Schulte of 
Cologne on March 17, 1935. As 
the Catholic Press still had some 
freedom at that time in Germany 
it was possible to publish this 
letter in the Kolnische Volkszet- 
tung. 


Encouraging the Archbishop to 
resist the persecutors of the 
Church, he speaks of the blindness 
of this new heathenism and says 
that the Nazis are preaching a 
new Faith and a new Gospel which 
is not the Gospel of Christ. 


While Rosenberg was attacking 
the Pope before a gathering of 
State and Party officials on Sept~ 
ember 6, 1938, Pius XI was call- 
ing attention lo the words of the 
Mass in which Abraham is called 
“our patriarch”; anti-semitism, he 
said, was incompatible with ‘this 
text and Christians could not be 
anti-Semites. 

On the occasion of Hitler’s visit 
to Rome in May, 1938, the Pope 
described the swastika as another 
cross “that is not the Cross of 
Christ’ and, later on in the year 
he called it a cross “hostile te 
the Cross of Christ.’’ 


The Papal View Stated 


The cléssic document contain- 
ing the Papal attitude to National 
Socialism are however the en- 
cyclical Mit brennender Sorge 
(With Burning Grief) of March 
14, 1937, and the instruction given 
to the rectors of Catholic univer- 
sities and seminaries on April 13, 
1938. 

“Morality, the Pope says, must 
be based on the will of God and 
on a true belief in Him, not on 
the changeable opinions of men. 
He insists also on the recognition 
of the natural law, made mani- 
fest by human reason, the rejec- 
tion of which must mean the 
destruction of ali order and social 
organisation. 

The publication of the encycli- 
cal represents a climax in the his- 
tory of the relations between the 
Church and the Third Reich. 
During the three and a half years 
that huve passed since then little 
has been said because little needed 
to be said. No one who reads 
Mit brennender Sorge can have 
any doubt about the uncompro- 
mising attitude of the Papacy to- 
wards National Socialism as a 
philosophy of life which is com- 
pletely irreconcilable with that of 
the Catholic Church. 
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The second of these fs. parti- 
cularly valuable in that it ex- 
clusively concerned with Nazi 
errors in faith and morals. It is 
indicative of the serious and wide- 
spread nature of these errors that 
a Roman Congregation (of Semin- 
aries and Universities) under the 
personal presidency of the Pope 
should consider it necessary to 
condemn the errors of racialism 
in a letter addressed to Catholic 
educational institutions through- 
out the world. It was also suitably 
timed, being made known tp the 
public on the day of Hitler's so- 
lemn entry into Rome, The Holy 
Father, after maling a particular 
reference to Germany, speaks of 
“pernicious doctrines’ and in- 
structs lecturers to refute certain 
“completely erroneous assertions.” 


These include the claim that 
there is a fundamental diversity of 
human races, that the strength of 
race and purity of blood are sup- 
reme ends and love of face the 
highest good, that mankind is 
merely an aspect of the Cosmos 
und that the Individual lives only 
through and for the State, Other 
propositions, it is stated, could 
casily be added to these. 

Mit brennender Sorge is a ren 
markable document, Instead of be- 
tng written in Latin it is written 
in German, and indeed in a Ger- 
man so powerful and direct that 
it defies adequate translation, it 
was published in Germany and 
read simultaneously from the pul- 
nits of every Catholic Church in 
that country as a result of a secr et 
organisation which proved itself! 
to be too clever even fer the uvi- 
quitous Gestayio to discover. 


Where Nazism Offends 


In this Encyclical Pope Pius 
demanded first “pure belief in 
God.” He condemned those who 
identify God with the world, who 
reditced Him tc a mere impersonal 
Fate or who give to the race, na- 
tion or State the highest rank in 
the scale of values, 

He insisted on the unity of the 
human race, 

He protested against the Nazis’ 
abuse of sacred terms and ideas. 
In this Hes one of the most dan- 
gzerous aspects of National Social- 
ism, in that it takes over words 
which have a definite meaning in 
Christian theology and gives to 
them an entirely new sense, de- 
ceiving the faithful at first and 
finally leading them to a wholly 
false belief,

Mrs. Elliman, aged forty and 
the mother of four children, and 
Mrs. Jones, aged twenty-one, 
bride of a fortnight, were on 
duty as volunteer nurses ina 
first ard bospital im works whieh 
were recently bombed during an 
wor raid. 


Learning that a trench shel. 
ter had been hit in the works 
they dashed out of cover and 
for five hours worked In the 
open amid bombs and flames, 
pulling wounded, dead and 
dying men out of the collapsing 
ruins of the trench and. giv- 
Ing them Injections to eage thelr 
pain. 


Then they went back to their 
jobs. 

This is Mrs, Elliman’s modest 
account of the “battle” in whi .

“We both threw ourselves on 
top of the man and fortunately 
no one was injured. 

“My back hurt rather—caused 
by the blast — but just then a 
man was carried in crying that!

MEETING 


The annual meeting of 
Asia. Lands, Ltd was held 
to-day. at the offices of 
Lowe, Bingham and Mat- 
thews. : 


(Chairman), Mr. G. Miskin 
(Director), and Messrs, John 
Fleming, E. M. Bryden and A. E. 
Gutierrez (Shareholders). 

The chairman said: 

I regret that the Accounts laid 
before you show a loss of 
$64,070.75, but this includes the 
item of Depreciation on the Com- 
panv's properties amounting to 
$46,533.41 so that the net working 
Loss for the yeur amounts to 
$17,537.34, 

Income from our Po Tak Wharf 
has remained at the same level as 
last year but, unfortunately, we 
heve had to expend some $5,500.00 
on essential repairs, which we 
trust will suffice for some time. 
Whatever hope we may have had 
of a better return from the Hing 
Kee Wharf has not been realised, 
conditions in the river trade hav- 
ing remained unchanged through- 
out the year, From August last, 
this wharf, for a period of three 
mooths, bad a tenant not engaged 
in the river trade but what then 
appeared a very welcome change 
from our usual dependence on that i 
trade did not last on account of 
the extension of Japanese activi- 
ties to Indo-China, 

Our house properties are all 
fully occupied at reasonable ren- 
tals but repairs have been con- 
siderable. 

Our Bank overdraft on “Gen- 
eral’ Account has been slightly 
reduced notwithstanding the out- 
lay on repairs. However, an in- 
crease of about $11,000 has taken 
place in our Bank overdraft on 
“Piers,” The income from Hing 
Kee Wharf was insufficient to meet 
Bank Interest on the relative loan, 

The report and acccunts were 
adopted. ‘The re-election of Mr. 
Miskin as Cirector and of Messrs. 
Percy, Smith, Seth and Fleming 
as eiditors were auppreved,

Matsuoka, Prince Konoye

Instead of trim Villas, you find 
rows of barges and drifters rid- 
ing at anchor. These are the 
homes of the R.A.F. “sailors.” 
They control the balloon barrage 
off our coasts to prevent — the 
enemy mine-laying in shipping 
lanes and to protect convoys 
when they come to ancthor-: off

“D'you know, vou're the first 
caller we've had since we began

Here is a story of hero- 
ism under fire—of a sai- 
lor’s mother and a sold- 
ier’s bride going to the 
war while their men wait 
in the reserve lines.

Then they went back to their 
jobs. 

This is Mrs. Elliman’s modest 
account of the “battle” in which 
she played so heroic a part.

The attitude of the Papacy to- 
wards the German Reich or any 
other State can best be explained 
in terms of its function, which is 
essentially a simple one. The 
Pope is the head of an institution 
whose tdsk {t is so to guide men's 
lives in this world that they may 
attain to salvation in the next. 

The Catholic Church considers 
it to be necessary for salvation to 
believe certain doctrines, — to 
adopt a number of religious prac- 
tices which follow from this be- 
lief, and to observe a definite 
moral code. She claims an ex- 
clusive right to teach these doc- 
trines and to remind her subjects 
of the moral laws and she de 
mands freedom fdr them to prac- 
tice their religion cxternally, but 
she is indifferent to forms of Bov- 
ernment so long as these things 
are safeguarded, 

Before National Soctalisin  at- 
tained to power, the Papiacy ware 
Mot directly concerned. ‘The Ger 
man Bishops, acting in them pro 
per sphere as guardians of arth 
and Morals, condemned the doac- 
trine of the new movement, not: 
ably in the instruction af | the 
Bavarian Bishops to their clergy 
on February tl, 1930. 

This attitude of the Bishops ae- 
cording to Wilhbelin | Sealzbacher, 
was expressly approved by the 
Pope, 

In their instruction they stated 
that they had no wish to discuss 
the political and governmental 
aims of National Socialism but 
were anxious about its cultural 
aims, which rejected the essentials 
of the Christian Faith, and = its 
attempts to replace this by a new 
Weltanschauung view of the 
world; the Christianfty of whieh 
the Nazis speak is not the Chris- 
tianity of Christ. 


The Concordat And 
Consistency 


The success of the Nuatiorpl 
Socialists in 1933 created a new 
situation but the attitude of the 
Pope and Bishops remained con: 
sistent. 

The Concordat between — the 
Chureh and the State was indeed 
a sign of them consistency; for it 
recognised the authority of — the 
National Socialist: government in 
its proper sphere while providing 
guarantees for the  unhimpered 
activity of the Church in spiritual 
affairs, 

Far from compromising with 
National Socialism, it represent. 
ed an attempt to bind the new rul- 
ers by treaty obligations, so that

the intrusion of the party into the 
religious sphere would be render- 
ed more difficult. 

It did not succeed in this aim, 
but since neither Pope nor Bishops 
had been under any — illusions 
about the dangerous tendencies in 
National Socialism, they were not 
unprepared for the struggle which 
followed, 

During the troubled years since 
1933, the Papal policy has remain- 
ed constant A] pertectly correct 
attittide towards the government 
has been niaintained, because in 
spite of Nazi laithlessness there is 
no oessemiink incompatibility  be- 
tween the existence of a fotalitar- 
ian government and) Uhe ‘continu: 
ed onission of the Church, 

But each particular interference 
with the Church's mission, every 
breach of the Concordat, has met 
with resistances and protest, And 
National Socialist doctrine has 
been condemmed ino the most ure 
comprontising fashion, 

For the Papacy, as for the 
Catholie Church, false doctrine, 
the advocacy of a way of life con= 
trary to Christian teaching, is) in- 
Anitely more dangerous than the 
worst political tyranny. Naturally 
she deplores the effects of such 
tyranny, especially in the relig- 
ious sphere, but it is not her task 
to remove tyrants, while it is pre- 
eminently her task to | maintain 
purity of doctrine. 


Papal Protests 

The frequent protests of 
Popes against the persecution 
Germany are well-known, 

Three times in 1934, Pope Pius 
XI spoke of the sacrifices German 
Catholics were making for their 
religion, In 1935 he used — the 
word “persecution for the first 
tine in reference to events in 
Germany and spoke of attempts 
fo destroy Christianity and — to 
lead the nation back to barbar- 
isin, Later in the year he spoke 
of a struggle against) Goud and 
Jesus Christ. 

Amongst many other protests, 
the Pope, at Christmas 1937 in- 
sisted on the reality of the per- 
secution and rejected categorically

appear milder than {t really was; 
there had rarely been such a 
fterce and painful persecution or 
one so tragic in its effects. 

The Papal utterances of 1938 
were largely repetitions of earlier 
statements,

No Compromise 


The National Socialist faith, op - 
posed to the Christian, received its 
most authentic ¢xposition in| Ros- 
enberg’s Mythus des zwanzigsten 
Jahrhunderts (Uhe  Twentieth- 
Century Myth). This work was 
placed onthe index of forbidden 
books on February 7, 1934, Since 
the Nazis claimed that this was 
a private work when they were 
attempting to win over Catholic 
support, they could not regard this 
act as directed against the gov- 
ernment, 

Nevertheless the solenimity of 
such a condemnation on the one 
hand and the consistent support 
which Rosenberg received — froin 
the Nazi leaders on the other 
clearly indicate the fundamental 
opposition between the Papacy 
and the National Socialists. Nei- 
ther side is prepared to compro- 
mise on the question of Faith. 

On numerous occasions Pope 
Pius XI insisted on the anti-Chris- 
tian character of National Social- 
ist ideus. On February 24, 1934, 
he said that racial pride had ex~ 
pressed itself in ideas and teach- 
ing to a degree that was neither 
Christian nor human, 

On April 5, he described Nat. 
ional Socialism as not only false 
Christianity but as veritable 
heathenism,

Particularly strong are 
words of the present Pope, 
Cardinal Secretary of State, 
a letter to Cardinal §chulte of 
Cologne on March 17, 1935. AS 
the Catholic Press still had some 
freedom at that time in Germany 
it was possible to . publish this 
letter in the Kolnische Volkszet- 
tung. 


Encouraging the Archbishop to 
resist the persecutors of the 
Church, he speaks of the blindness 
of this new heathenism and says 
that the Nazis are preaching a 
new Faith and a new Gospel which 
is not the Gospel of Christ. 


While Rosenberg was attacking 
the’ Pope before a gathering of 
State and Party officials on Sept- 
ember 6, 1938, Pius XI was call- 
ing attention to the words of the 
Mass in which Abraham is called 
“our patriarch”; anti-semitism, he 
said, was incompatible with this 
text and Christians could not be 
anti-Semites. 

On the occasion of Hitler’s visit 
to Rome in May, 1938, the Pope 
described the swastika as another 
cross “that is not the Cross of 
Christ” and, later on in the year 
he called it a cross “hostile to 
the Cross of Christ.” 


The Papal View Stated 


The clessic document contain- 
ing the Papal attitude to National 
Socialism are however the en- 
cyclical Mit brennender Sorge 
(With Burning Grief) of March 
14, 1937, and the instruction given 
to the rectors of Catholic univer- 
sities and seminaries on April 13, 
1938. 

“Morality, the Pope says, must 
be based on the will of God and 
on a true belief in Him, not on 
the changeable opinions of men. 
He insists also on the recognition 
of the natural law, made mani- 
fest by human reason, the rejec- 
tion of which must mean the 
destruction of all order and social 
organisation. 

The publication of the encycli- 
cal represents a climax in the his- 
tory of the rektions between the 
Church and the Third Reich. 
During the three and a half years 
that have passed since then little 
has been said because little needed 
to be said. No one who reads 
Mit brennendcr Sorge can have 
any doubt about the uncompro- 
mising attitude of the Papacy to- 
wards National Socialism as a 
philosophy of life which is com- 
pletely irreconcilable with that of 
the Catholic Church. 


The second of these is parti- 
cularly valuable in that it ts ex- 
clusively concerned with Nazi 
errors in ‘faith and’ moralae It is 
indicative of the serious and wide- 
spread nature of these errors that 


a Roman Congregation (of Semin--'- 


aries and Universities) under the 
personal presidency of the Pope 
should consider it necessary to 
condemn the errors of rdcialism 
in a letter addressed to Catholic 
educational institutions through- 
out the world, It was also suitably 
timed, being made known to the 
public on the day of Hitler's so- 
lemn entry into Rome. The Holy 
Father, after making a particular 
reference to Germany, speaks of 
“pernicious doctrines” and in- 
structs lecturers to refute certain 
“completely erroneous assertions.” 


These include the claim that 
there is a fundamental diversity of 
human races, that the strength of 
race and purily of blood are sup~ 
reme ends and love of face e 
highest good, that mankind is 
merely an aspect of the Cosmos 
and that the individual lives only 
through and for the State, Other 
propositions, it is stated, could 
easily be added to these. 

Mit brennender Sorge is a re« 
markable document, Instead of be- 
ing written in Latin it is written 
in German, and indeed in a Ger- 
man so powerful and direct that 
it defies adequate translation, it 
was published in Germany and 
read simultaneously from the pul- 
nits of every Catholic Church in 
that country as a result of a secret 
organisation which proved itself 
to be too clever even for the uvi- 
quitous Gestapo to discover. \ 


Where Nazism Offends 


In this Encyclical Pope Pius 
demanded first “pure belief, in 
God.” He condemned those who 
identify God with the world, who 
reduced Him te a mere impersonal 
Fate or who give to the race, na- 
tion or State the highest rank in 
the scale of values. 

He insisted on the unity of the 
human race. 

He protested against the Nazis’ 


abuse of sacred terms and ideas. . 


In this Hes one of the most dan- 
gerous aspects of National Social- 
ism, in that. it takes over words 
which have a definite meaning in 
Christian theology and gives to 
them an entirely new sense, de- 
ceiving the faithful at first and 
finally leading them to a wholly 
false belief, 

Hitler’s appeals to Providence 
and his constant harping on the 
“immertality” of ‘the German 
Reich are well-known.
